An Intensive campaign to 
col­ 
lect scrap rubber from all sources 
of the Chicago and North Western 
Railway Company is yielding hun­ 
dreds of pounds according to 
L. 
L. White, chief operating officer 
of the railway. 
In cooperation with 
President] 
Roosevelt’s appeal. 
White 
said 
every employee of the railroad has 
been asked to salvage all 
scrap 
rubber whether it be a small rub­ 
ber band, a rubber stamp 
or 
a 
piece cf discarded air hose. 
Letters are being sent to 
ap­ 
proximately 1.000 station 
agents 
of the North Western asking that 
the agents gather 
all 
rubber 
stamps not in use and send them 
to the general storekeeper of the 
railroad at Chicago. White es*i- 
mated that nearly a ton of good 
scrap rubber would be collected in 
this way. 
White said that wherever possi­ 
ble rubber materials are being re­ 
placed with leather, balata, 
plas­ 
tics or other materials. He cited 
an example of how 
rubber

for 
generator 
axle- 
lighting belts of railway cars con­ 
necting the wheel sprockets with 
the car power generator.

Red Cross Fund Raising 
Drive Postponed to 
Next Year 


The m onth of March, 
1943, 
has been officially designated — 
with the approval of 
President 
Roosevelt— as th e period for the 
next m embership and fund-raising 
appeal 
of 
th e 
American 
Red 
Cross. L. O. Heintz, chairm an of 
th e Delta 
county 
chapter 
a n ­ 
nounced yesterday 
upon 
advice 
from Norm an ll. Davis, national 
chairm an. 
“ I have been advised by Mr. 
Davis,” C h a irm a n Heintz states, 
“ that t h e decision 
means 
the 
Am erican Red Cross will not (‘(in­ 
duct a m e m bership Roll Call this 
November and instead will hold a 
combined appeal for memberships 
an d funds for w artim e needs next 
March. 
“ The decision 
also 
m e a n s . ” 
C ha irm an Heintz says, “ that the 
Red Cross will m a k e its war fund 
and 
m e m bership 
a p p ea ls direct­ 
ly and se parate ly to tho people 
and that it will n o t participate in 
any 
joint fund-raising 
effort." 
Copies of correspondence between 
Mr. Davis and t h e President, in 
which the basis for this decision 
is outlined, 
h av e been received 
by the local chapter. 
In it Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt h a s written: 
“ I fully agree th at 
th e 
Red 
Cross should m a k e its war fund 
and m em bership appeals directly 
and separately to the people and 
should not participate 
in 
any 
joint fund-raising efforts. 
With 
the pressure of wartim e work, I 
feel th e Red Cross has made a 
wise decision to combine th e Roll 
Call with its next W a r Fund ap­ 
peal. 
This will not only bn a dis­ 
tinct saving in effort and m a n ­ 
power but will m a ke possible a 
proper spacing of the other m a ­ 
jo r appeals. 
“ The nation can look forward 
to th e month of March. 1943, as 
Red Cross m o n th . . . The ch a rac ­ 
t e r of the Red Cross and its r e ­ 
sponsibilities u n d e r international 
treaty , and its congressional c h a r ­ 
ter, are such that the national in­ 
terests will best be served if t h e 
Red Cross m a in ta in s direct con­ 
ta c t with the people for m em b er­ 
ship and support necessary for its 
work at hom e and abroad."
